Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Claim 1) "An apparatus for repeating a downlink signal from a satellite to a mobile station in a shadow area, the 
apparatus comprising: 

a receiving unit for receiving the downlink signal and amplyfying the received downlink signal from the satellite; 
a radiating unit for radiating the amplified downlink signal to the shadow area; 

a feeding unit for directly feeding the received and amplified downlink signal from an output of receiving unit through 
a first feeding link to an input of the radiating means, 
wherein the radiating unit comprises: 
a symmetrical dual transmitting antenna provided with a first microstrip patch array antenna and a second 
microstrip patch array antenna; and 

a divider having an input for attaching the first feeding line, 
wherein the divider has a first output and a second output, 

wherein the first output only feeds the divided received and amplified downlink signal through a second feeding link 
to an input of a first portion, 

wherein the second output only feeds the divided received and amplified downlink signal through a third feeding 
link to an input of a second portion, and passing only the divided received and amplified downlink signal of the first 
portion to the first microstrip patch array antenna and passing only the divided received and amplified downlink signal 
of the second portion to the second microstrip patch array antenna, 

wherein the dual microstrip patch array antenna is used only as a transmitting antenna, 

wherein the dual microstrip patch array antenna is formed to output a signal from each of the first microstrip pach 
array antenna and second microstrip patch array antenna in an assymmetrical or symmetrical radiation pattern, for only 
radiating the divided received and amplified downlink signal in the shadow area for maximizing the divided received 
and amplified downlink signal being received by the mobile station in the shadow area, and 

wherein the radiating divided received and amplified downlink signal received by the mobile station is adjustable 
from any changes to the shadow area and a direction the mobile station travels." 

The Examiner agreed the proposed amendment to claim 1, over comes cited portions of prior art Karabinis and 
requires further search and consideration. Atty. Keith Van duyne agreed to verify support for amended claim limitations 
for new subject matter.
